FACTS ABOUT OSU 


Oregon State is the oldest state-assisted institution of higher 
learning in Oregon. It began as Corvallis College, a Methodist 
school, in 1858 and came under state control in 1868 when desig- 
nated Oregon's land-grant school by the state legislature. 


The main 400-ocre campus has more than 80 major buildings. 
Another 4000 acres adjoining the campus are used for research 
and instruction. In addition, the School of Forestry uses another 
14,300 acres and the School of Agriculture uses 24,000 acres. 


With 13,000 students enrolled, Oregon State University is in a 
period of record growth. There are 16 residence halls, 16 coopera- 
tives, 16 sororities and 33 fraternities. 


OSU was a pioneer in work in Food Science. Its School of 
Home Economics is the fourth oldest in the nation. Its Departments 
of Fisheries and Wildlife and Forest Engineering are highly regarded. 


OSU is part of a world-wide system of seismograph stations 
reporting and studying earthquakes. The seismograph can be viewed 
in the Oceanography building. 

OSU operates on a “year-round” basis. Summer classes make 
it possible for a student to graduate in three years. 


Oregon State's oceanographic research program is one of the 
best in the nation and the oceanography teaching program ranks 
fourth nationally. The 800-ton research vessel “Yaquina’’ operctes 
out of OSU's Marine Science Laboratory at Newport, Oregon. 

OSU offers 125 fields of study in 11 schools and divisions. 
Masters degrees are offered in about 100 fields and doctor of 
philosophy degrees in 75 fields. The first advanced degree, a master 
of arts, was awarded in 1876. 


The William Jasper Kerr Library, built in 1963, recently acquired 
its 500,000th volume. Reading and study rooms accommodate 1,600 
students at one time. 


OSU is the West's top center for science-mathematics teacher 
institutes sponsored by the National Science Foundation. 


A $2,500,000 U.S. Public Health Service Northwest Water Re- 
search Laboratory, completed in 1966, serves the region in water 
supply and quality programs. The U.S. Forest Sciences Laboratory, 
with University research units, makes OSU one of the important 
forestry research centers in the U.S. 


Horner Museum, in the Coliseum, has one of the best collections 
in the Northwest. It contains over 14,000 historical, scientific and 
artistic items. More than 65,000 visitors tour the Museum yearly. 


Statistical Data on Corvallis, Oregon 


Historically, Corvallis—first named Marysville—was settled in 
1845, the name changed to Corvallis in 1853 and the city chartered 
by the legislature in 1857. Benton County was created by an act 
of the Territorial Legislature on December 23, 1847 and named for 
Sen. Thomas Benton of Missouri, who was long an advocate for 
the development of the Oregon Territory. The name Corvallis is 
said to have been a Latin compound intended to mean “heart of 
the valley’’. 

LOCATION: Corvallis, the county seat of Benton County, is lo- 
cated at the intersection of U.S. Highways 99-W and 20 on the 
Willamette River, 85 miles south of Portland and 55 east of the 
Pacific Ocean in one of the nation’s most productive valleys.

JIM BARRATT — Athletic Director 


Athletic director at Oregon Stote is personable Jim Barratt, who, 
over a 15-ycor period, worked his woy up through the ranks of 
athletic heirarchy at OSU. 


Barratt, 42 years of age, wes appointed to the post in 1966, 
following the decth of Slots Gill. 


Barratt is Oregon State personified, and his roots are deep. As 
on undergraduate at OSU, he wos editor of the school daily paper, 
The Barometer, and extremely active in campus affairs. Following 
graduation in 1950, he become assistent olumni director, and a 
yeor later moved over to the athletic department as ticket manager. 


Next came the role of athletic business manager, ond when 
Gill became athletic director in 1964, Barratt moved up to the post 
of assistant athletic director. Then, immediately after Gill's deoth, 
Jim became acting director, prior to the final permanent oppoint- 
ment. 


A notive of Heppner, where he was raised and graduated from 
high school, Borratt later enlisted in the Navy for World War Il 
and sow a lot of overseas duty. In 1946, when he entered OSU, 
he married his childhood sweetheart, the former Dorotha Wilson. 
They have two teen-age daughters. 


Barratt handled all ticket scles for many years and his never- 
ending enthusiosm and attention to details helped establish him os 
one of the top men in the field. As chief aide to a pair of fine 
athletic directors, Spec Keene and Gill, Jim helped with virtually 
every affair of the department and learned his opprenticeship well. 


The athletic boss for the Beavers has been well-trained for his 
job and hes the personality ond business-sense to go with it. 
Oregon Stote con look forward to an era of sound athletic accomp- 
lishment under his guidance. 


COMM HENNESS, othletic business manager, has been with the 
athletic department since February 1, 1961, after serving nine years 
with the physical plont at Oregon State. He was born in Fontona, 
Konsas, but came west to Oregon in 1946, When he joined the 
othletic staff, he took on the duties of ticket manager ond hondled 
thot role until recently, when he wos moved up to athletic business 
monager ond top accountant for the department. Henness is well- 
versed in all financial metters ond proved as ticket manoger that 
he hos the personality and charm to get olong well with people. 
Among other duties, he is othletic office manager and in chorge 
of grounds and maintenance. 


DENNY HEDGES, ossistant to the director, is a new addition 
to the stoff and is a welcome one. Hedges, an OSU graduate, has 
a solid athletic background, having been o student aide to Barratt 
while in school. Later, he was manager of Multnomah Civic Sto- 
dium and assistant manager of Multnomah Athletic Club. Prior to 
thot, he was assistant admissions control supervisor ot Memorial 
Coliseum in Portland. His respansibilities there included handling 
of tickets, poy roll, scheduling employees ond other monagement. 
At OSU, he is in chorge of promotions, game management and 
travel ofrangements. 
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BILL ROBERTSON, heod trainer, hos been chief of the OSU tape 
brigade for 21 years, and long hos been one of the most populor 
citizens in the Corvallis community. Famous for his always well- 
received vocal rendition of “Casey At The Bat’’ and dozens of other 
recitations, Bill is much in demand at banquets ond social gather- 
ings. The athletes call him “Rope-sole", and his reputation as an 
othletic troiner ranks right near the top of that field. Robertson 
originally is from Vancouver, B.C., but became an American citizen 
many years ago and has lived in the Pacific Northwest ever since. 
He served in the army in World War II, and sow duty in both Italy 
and the Aleutians. Bill is a graduate of OSU. 


EDDIE FERRELL, assistont trainer, just joined the staff this past 
summer, replacing Bill Semon who resigned. He is o groduote of 
the University of Arkansas, and has been an assistant trainer there 
the past four years where his fother is head trainer. Ferrell also 
was a trainer's aide with the Minnesota Vikings of the NFL. He 
grew up in Fayetteville ond graduated from high school there. 
While on the staff at Arkansas, he traveled with the varsity and 
freshman football squads, the varsity track squad and the fresh- 
man basketball team. 


JOHN EGGERS, sports publicity director, recently observed his 
17th anniversary on the athletic staff at OSU. He joined the staff 
on July 1, 1950, as an assistant to director Irwin Harris, and was 
moved up to the top spot on July 1, 1952. Eggers was born and 
raised in Pendleton, the “Round-Up City” of eastern Oregon. He 
was on all-state basketball player at Pendleton high, a prep team- 
mate of Lew Beck who later went on to win all-America fome ot 
OSU and play in the Olympic Games. Eggers played one varsity 
basketball season at Willamette while only a freshmon before en- 
listing in the Navy for World War Il. After discharge, he attended 
OSU from the fall of 1946 through 1949. Before returning to the 
OSU staff, he worked for one year os a sports writer on The Ore- 
gonian in Portland. 


JOHN CHAPLIN, othletic ticket manager, is a 1963 graduate of 
Washington State, where he was one of that school’s all-time track 
and field greats as a sprinter. He is a native of Los Angeles, 
where he graduated from Wilson high. Following three years in 
the army, he attended Pasodena City College in 1959 and WSU 
from 1960-63. In June of 1966, he came to OSU to work on his 
moster's degree and be the Beavers’ assistant track cooch. At WSU, 
he recorded best track marks of 9.4 in the 100, 20.6 in the 220 
and 46.3 in the 440. 


THE COACHES 


DEE ANDROS, Head Coach 


Born in Oklahoma City, Oklahoma, on October 17, 1924. 
Attended Central High there, graduating in 1942. Went directly 
into the Marine Corps for service in World War Il. Won Bronze 
Stor for valor ot battle of Iwo Jima. Was discharged in Februory 
of 1946 and enrolled ot University of Oklahoma in Norman. Fresh- 
mon yeor played vorsity football under late Jim Tatum and went 
to the Gator Bowl, beating North Corolina State. Next three years 
played under Bud Wilkinson, and twice went to the Sugar Bowl. 
The Sooners beat North Carolina in 1949 and Louisiana State in 
1950. Among his teammates were Darrell Royal (Texas), Jim Owens 
(Washington), Jack Mitchell (Kansos} and Bert Clark (Wash. State}. 
Graduoted from Oklahoma in 1950 and was assistant on Okla- 
homa staff in 1950-51-52. Line coach ot Konsas in 1953. Went to 
Texas Tech in 1954 and 1955, and team went to Sun Bowl. Moved 
to Nebraska os assistant to Pete Elliott in 1956. Also was at Cali- 
fornia with Elliott in 1957-58-59, team going to Rose Bowl on 
Janvory 1, 1959. When Elliott become head coach ot Illinois in 
1960, Andros joined him there and wos at Champaign in 1960 
and 1961. Andros became heod coach ot Idaho in 1962 and 
served three yeors before taking the head job ot Oregon Stote. 
In 1963, the Vandals posted a 5-4 season for their first winning 
campaign since 1938 when they were 6-3. They also beot Wosh- 
ington Stote in 1964 for first time in 10 years and only the third 
time over o 32-year span. Idaho, in 1964, almost upended Rose 
Bowl-bound Oregon State, losing out to the Beavers, 10-7. Vandals 
narrowly lost to Oregon (14-8) ond to lowa (35-25). Andros is 
married, and he ond his wife Luella have one daughter, Jeanna, 
aged 10. He is now in his third season as head coach at OSU, 
having compiled 5-5 record in 1965 and 7-3 record in 1966. Beo- 
vers were second in Pacific-8 with 3-1 league mark. 


SAM BOGHOSIAN, Assistant 


Born in Fresno, Californic, on December 22, 1931. Attended 
Fresno High School, ond was all-Northern California guard. Also 
all-Valley in baseball. Ployed at UCLA in 1951 -52-53-54, and was 
storter on national champions of 1954. All-Coast, Scholastic All- 
American, 1954. Ployed in 1954 Rose Bowl game and also in the 
Shrine East-West game. Joined UCLA coaching staff, handling 
freshmen in 1955, the junior varsity in 1956 and was an assistant 
with vorsity from 1957 through 1964. Married to former Judith 
(Judy) Lorraine Busch and they have two children, John James, 6 
years, ond Jodi Kathleen, 3 yeors. 


ED (BUD) RILEY, Assistant 


Born in Guin, Alabama on November 30, 1925. Played foot- 
ball, basketball, baseball and track ot Marion County High School 
in Guin. Come west to University of Idaho with Dixie Howell ond 
was a halfback for Vandals in 1948-49-50-51. Had highly-success- 
ful prep coaching career, 7 years ot Wallace, Idaho, and 3 years 
at Lewiston, Idaho. Served as freshmon cooch at University of 
Idaho in 1962-63-64. Also held job as administrative assistant. 
Married to former Mary Shumaker and they have three children— 
Mike, 13; Eddie, 9; and Peter, 3 yeors.

Prep mentor ot South Lyon, Michigan; Scott High, 
Toledo; Dundee, Mich.; Rossford, Ohio; Defiance, Ohio; and Boise, 
Idcho. Also backfield cooch at U. of Idaho in 1957-58-59. Coached 
state championship prep team ot Boise. Married to former Shirley 
Brekew, and they have four children—Bobby, 16; Kathy, 14; Dovid 
12; and James, 6. 


RICH BROOKS, Assistant 


Born ot Forest, California, on August 20, 1941. Played Football, 
basketball, baseball, and track at Nevade Union in Grass Valley, 
Cal. All-league in football and basketball, ployed querterbock and 
defensive halfback at Oregon State in 1960-61-62 ond wos on 
Liberty Bowl championship squad of 1962. Understudied Heismon 
Aword winner Terry Boker. Was an ossistant freshmon cooch at 
OSU in 1963 ond assistant coach ct Norte Del Rio High in Sacra- 
mento in 1964. Married to former Karen Kisky and they have two 
doughters, Kasey Kristine, 3 years, ond Kerri Erin, 1% yeors. 


EARL LUNSFORD, Assistant 


Borr in Mehan, Oklchome, on October 19, 1933. Attended 
high school at Stillwater, Oklc., where he ployed football, boseboll 
and wrestling. Performed for Oklahoma Stote University ond wos 
oll-Missouri Volley fullback in 1954-55 and played in East-West 
Shrine game in 1955. As a professional, was with Calgary Stom- 
peders six years and all-pro three times. Also was prep coach at 
Stillwater and pro assistant in Canada, before joing OSU stoff lost 
winter. Married to former Margot £—. Hass and they hove two 
children, Brenda, 10, and Lamar, 9. 


BOB HERNDON, Assistant 


Born at Hydro, Oklahoma on January 28, 1933. Played foot- 
ball, basketball, baseball and track at Medford, Okla. high school. 
Twice all-state in football. Three-year grid stor at University of 
Oklahoma, 1952-53-54, and graduated in 1955. Won all-confer- 
ence honors there, and ployed in Blue-Gray All-Star game. Assistont 
cooch at Oklahoma in 1955, and on California staff 1957-58-59. 
At Illinois, as assistant, from 1960-1966. Mearried to former Marcia 
Perkins and they have one daughter, Kelly, aged 9. Has had ex- 
perience coaching beth offensive and defensive backfields. 


GENERAL OUTLOOK 


Facts and figures con be somewhat deceiving when you look 
ot Oregon State's football picture for 1967. 


First glance would show thot the Beavers lost heovily through 
graduation; in fact, will be missing seven offensive regulars ond 
six men who were first-string defensively. Conspicuously gone are 
three members of o great offensive bockfield—Poul Brothers, Bobby 
Grim and Pete Pifer. 


Yet, prospects still are bright for a good, tough Oregon Stote 
football team. 


Ill be a young squod, true, made up mostly of sophomores 
and juniors. Only six seniors will even be wearing uniforms this 
fall. But Coach Dee Andros has brought in two fine classes in two 
years and results of his recruiting are beginning to show. 


Heir-apparent to Brothers’ old quarterback job is his understudy 
of lost year, Steve Preece. The lotter never hod a chance to ploy 
much behind Brothers, but the spot is all his now, ond he looked 
terrific in spring drills. If there previously had been co question- 
mork obout Preece, it was about his passing, ond in the spring 
game against the alums Steve completed 11 of 16 passes for 212 
yards. 


There won't be mony, if ony, better running quarterbocks any- 
where. He has great speed, quick hands ond exceptionol intelli- 
gence. 


Pifer's fullbock spot goes to a man who was a regulor defen- 
sive linebacker as a sophomore, 228 pound Bill Enyart. That's 
where he played at Medford high school, and os an OSU fresh- 
man, however, so he hasn't been awoy from it long. He, too, 
was impressive last spring and looks like one of the better full- 
backs around. 


Ho-d-running, hard-nosed Jerry Belcher returns as offensive 
halfback, with veteran Don Summers ot Grim's wingbeck post. 
Summers will have a fight on his hands from Billy Main, who red- 
shirted last yeor. Overall, OSU appears to have a potentially strong 
running attack, with co belonced passing attack the chief gool. 


Soy all cre healthy, the starting offensive line likely would con- 
sist of Roger Contlon and Gary Houser, ends; Roger Stalick and 
Jeff Hardroth, tackles; Dove Marlette and Clyde Smith, guords; and 
John Didion, center. Up front defensively would be Harry Gunner 
and Mike Foote, ends; Jess Lewis and Ron Boley, tackles; Jon Sand- 
strom and Bill Nelson, guards; Fred Milton and Skip Vanderbundt, 
linebockers; Mork Waletich and Chorlie Olds, halfbacks; and Don 
Whitney or Rick Olsson, safety. 


Stalick, Hardrath, Lewis and Kent Scott all have undergone knee 
surgery in the past year, so there’s an undetermined status for 
them. You never know until the season rolls around. 


Andros feels his Beavers will be tough and hard-hitting. Tht, 
in itself, can win a lot of games. 
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Facts About Dee Andros 


He's had lots of experience with Bowl games. While a ployer 
ct Oklahoma, he went to the Gator Bowl once (they whipped North 
Caroline State), and to the Sugar Bowl twice (they beat Norh Caro- 
tlina and Louisiana State}. As an assistant coach at Texas Tech, he 
mode it to the Sun Bowl. While with Pete Elliott at California, he 
got to the Rose Bowl one year.

Dee Andros knew quite o bit about Oregon State University 
before he ever came here. He was with Pete Elliott ot Nebraska, 
California ond Illinois os an assistant coach, and tells how Pete 
temembered Corvallis and OSU with great fondness.

“For heroic achievement in connection with operation against 
the enemy while serving with the Marinne Infentry Battalion on Iwo 
Jimo volcanic island from 13 March 1945 to 25 March 1945. Field 
Cook Andros volunteered for two combat patrols against enemy 
resistance pocket. As a member of these patrols, he acquitted him- 
self with distinction in the foce of accurate machine gun and rifle 
fire. His devotion to duty was in keeping with the highest tradi- 
tions of the United Stotes Naval Service.” 

So reads the inscription on his Bronze Star plaque he won for 
valor on Iwo Jima in World War Ii while o sergeant with the 
Marines.

Oregon Forest Facts 


The State of Oregon ranks No. 1 in the United States in standing 
timber and production of lumber, plywood and particle board. It 
has over 21 per cent of the nation’s commercial timber volume. It 
produces 22 per cent of the nation’s lumber and 55 per cent of its 
plywood. 


Almost half of Oregon’s 62 million acres are in forests (30 mil- 
lion ocres). Of these, 26 million acres are classified as commercial 
forest land. The federal government controls about 15 million acres 
of the commercial forest land, the state and counties about 1 mil- 
lion acres and 10 million acres are held by some 36,000 private 
owners. The gross state forest product is valued in excess of $1.3 
billion per yeor. 


The forest industry employs about 75,000 full time workers 
each year. Last year they earned about $430 million. In addition, 
several thousand non-manufacturing workers derive their income 
directly or indirectly from the forest resources. Overall, forests ac- 
count for almost 60 percent of Oregon's economy. 


In Benton County, where Oregon State University is located, 35 
per cent of the tofal number of industrial persons employed derive 
their living from wood products. In Benton County, nearly 30 per 
cent of all income comes from forestry.
